It represented 750,000 members of trades 
union-.. Tho most important aim tho 
Foder.ition has in iuimediato view i-i to 
secure tho general adoption of tho eight- 
hour working tlav. 


Jed Tson Davis was one of tho few na- 


tive r* sidents of this country who was 
not a -itizen of tho United States. An 
act of general amnesty was passed Dec. 
25, 18','S, to all thuse engaged in the re- 
belho. . In this Davis was included. 
Jan. M, 1870, S. J. Randall introduced 
into the house a bill removing the politi- 
cal di.-.ibilities of all men iu the Union. 
Mr. lUainu offered an amendment ex- 
ceplin ,' Mr. Davis from tho Itcncfits of 
the fiil!, on the ground that he was re- 
spoiisi-ile for tho horrors of Anderson- 
villo. A heated debate followed. The 
Demoi rats were in tho majority in the 
house, but not a two-third majority, 
without which the act could not be 
passed. The Republicans 
refused to 


vote f< -r the 
bill without tho amend- 


ment excepting Davis. Tho Democrats 
refused to pass the amendment, and 
thus the bill was left without action. 
Seven hundred men were included in its 
provisions, who would have been free 
from their political disabilities if the bill 
had passed. Such of them as are yet 
alive and have not applied separately for 
releasi are still non-citizens. 


Actors and Religion.

M.'-..snclni! etts has at present over half 


a million moru cotton spindles at work 
than she had in 1887. 
Maine has fallen 


oil' in both cotton and wook.ii maiiufac- 
tiin.-;. 
Vermont and 
Connecticut are 


making U'^s cotton and more woolen 
cloth than they did in 1H87, and so hold 
their o\\ n. 
Rhode Inland, on tho other 


band, makes up less woolen and mure 
cytton. 


Next to Massachusetts, the state that 


lias made the greatest gain ill tho tejJBe 
industry is ftoulli Carolina. In 18y9 sh* 
operates 118,;MS more spindles than the 
did in ISyT. Her cotton and \\ oolen weav- 
ing has grown 5!) percent, in two vears. 
It lias increased 10 per cent, in Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee in the same period. 
The gain of Massachusetts is 10.8 per 
cent., while that of the whole country is 
7.7 per cent. 
For the textile industry to 


increase 7.7 per cent, throughout the 
Union in two years, and one of those 
years at least not an exceptionally pros- 
porous one, indicates a heavy growth in 
business and population. American tex- 
tile fabrics are also gaining rapidly in 
artistic boautv and durabilitv. 


In some parts of Kansas corn is selling 


on tho farm this year for 20 cents 
bushel. 
A bushel of coal delivered on 


the same farms costs 21 to 23 cents 
bushel. The Farmer's Alliance called the 
attention of the farmers to the fact that 
it might, lessen the demand for coal, a? 
well as perhaps raise the price of corn 
to ceasi) buying tho coal and use the 
corn for fuel. Accordingly, corn is now 
actually lieing burned as fuel by nume- 
rous Kansas farmers. 
This, perhaps 


looks wicked uhen Dakota farmers are 
said to he sulToring for food. But the 
question is, Is it any more wicked to 
burn corn for fuel than it is to put the 
price of coal so high that a bushel o: 
corn will not pay for a bushel of coal? 


Frinco Murat is a tough and grizzled 


old gentleman past GO. His title only 
dates from tho first Napoleon, and never 
was recognized by tho old nobility of 
France. Moreover, titles are no good in 
France any more. Besides that it never 
was much of a title, anyhow. 
The old 


chap who holds it is swamped by gam 
hling debts, and if he wanted a certifi- 
cate of an affectionate disposition and 
good i uoral character as a preliminary 
to matrimony, he could not get it even 
in France.

Knigbts ami Farmers. 


Dec. 3 the National Farmers' alliance 


met in St. Louis. It is an organization 
of agriculturists founded by Evan Jones, 
of Texas, in 1875. At first it was merelj 
a combination of small farmers lo resisi 
tho encroachments of the rich ranchmen 
Then its scope enlarged and it took in al 
matters pertaining to the advancement 
of agricultural interests. The associa- 
tion spread rapidly through the south 
It is there that it flourishes most. B> 
degrees, however, it is extending to the 
north as well. 


There is now a Farmers' alliance, 


offensive and defensive, embracing a 
membership of not less than 2,2oO,000. 
Rumor is gradually taking the shape of 
fact that there is to be a union between 
the Farmers' alliance and Knights ol 
Labor. The Knights now number 250,- 
000 in good standing, dues paid up. They 
and the farmers have found that they 
have inrpresfu nml nim« in oomm. 
enough to warrant united action. In 
addition, it is said that the Federation of 
Labor, the society of the united trades' 
unions, will in time join the organiza- 
tion. The three societies are not to be- 
come one, hut will remain separate and 
act in concert on general questions. It 
the project succeeds, there will be formed 
the most powerful co-operative alliance 
of modern times. It can control any 
political party and make or unmake any 
politician at will. If the societies hang 
together, tho question of labor and capi- 
tal and all the other great economic 
questions will be settled their way as 
surely as water runs down hill. 


A young colored man proved his ca- 


pacity for the higher civilization a few 
days ago by committing suicide. There 
is scarcely a case on record in which one 
of the negro race has killed himself. 
They cling to life with a tenacity that is 
extraordinary, seeing how little civilized 
life ha;, to offer them. Many of them 
live to a very advanced age, and they 
are infinitely merrier and freer from 
care than their white brethren. Is this 
certainly a sign of inferiority, that they 
do not worry and fret like white people:

The ground of 
the contest was that, by allowing George 
to have the money, the court would en- 
courage his crank notions and therefore 
bo responsible for their dissemination. 
The court refused to see it in that light, 
and Mr. George will get his money. 


A locotnotiveengine is soon to be tried 


that is built on tho principle of a bicy- 
cle. It is called the bicycle engine, from 
an immense driving wheel, nine feet in 
diameter,fixed in the center, just forward 
of the boiler. Instead of ordinary axles, 
the truck wheels have bicycle spindles. 
Tho largo driving wheel of the engine 
will carry a train along ninety miles an 
hour, it is claimed. On a solid roadbed, 
built above or below the streets, this en- 
gine would bo tho proper one for rapid 
transit in cities. To keep the train from 
jumping the track an overhead rail is 
constructed. Wheels attached to the 
roof of the cars run in a groove in this 
overhead rail, and the train is thus kept 
in place. 


The new rapid firing four inch gun 


for the navy meets with general favor. 
It will pierce a four inch steel plate at a 
distance of a thousand yards. This small, 
easily adjustable gun is best adapted to 
coast defenses. In case of war with Eng- 
land or Canada such guns could be quick- 
ly placed on board of ordinary passen- 
ger steamers, and used for defense. The 
only objection to them—there has as yet 
been found no way to obviate it in rapid 
firing guns—is that they become so hot 
in ii short timo that they must be cooled 


off. and thus some of the time gained in 
one way is lost in another.

The Old mid tho \ew Journalist. 
The managing editor of a largo daily 


newspaper, a few days ago. gave 
would be contributor permission to pre- 
pare a two-column paper on a given 
topic for his journal. The editor's esti- 
mate was that the article could bo pre- 
pared in one, or at most two days. 
But 


the writer declined the task, saying that 
it would require six weeks' labor. 


Tho difference between tho two esti- 


mates was the difference between the old 
and now journalism. The contributor 
belonged to the old time when literary 
composition was thought to be some 
mighty and mysterious toil, using up 
the phosphorus of tho upper regions of 
the soul. In that ponderous old school 
of thought it was reckoned that a man's 
brain would blow up if he applied any 
sort of high pressure to it, and if a 
writer spent two hours in steady com- 
position the proper thing was to go to 
bed and send for a doctor. 


Fine times the newspaper would have 


in getting out if the old notions prevailed 
today! 


Lightning speed is the word alike for 


writers, 
compositors 
and 
pressmen. 


The epeed at which editors and report- 
ers prepare their matter for the modern 
newspaper would indeed blow up the 
brain of the old fashioned literary and 
encyclopedic person. Mr. Murat Hal- 
stead has been writing a column an 
ho«r of newspaper matter for nearly 
forty years, and his powers have not 
failed in the slightest. His former edi- 
torial assistant, the late F. B. Plimpton, 
wrote at the same rate. This is the reg- 
ular standard speed which all newspaper 
writers aspire to reach. 
Some other 


American editors have reached it. 


The local reporter whoso work is in 


fine print can generally prepare a 
column in an hour and a half to two 
hours. 
Reporters are frequently paid 


by the column in the large cities. The 
one cent papers often pay no more than 
$3 a column. 
At that rate the reporter 


earns §20 to $23 a week and finds his 
own material. 
He msst or ho could not 


get his living. 


It is not apparent that either the 


quality of newspaper work or the health 
of the writers suffers from this electric 
speed. 
Many newspaper editors live to 


be old men, and they are the youngest 
old boys of their generation. Modern 
newspaper work is not so encyclopedic 
as that of the past was, but it is far 
more readable and contains far more of 
the life of the time.
